ever urpect to he. It may be pardouahlt;.

The Quebec Case. 

1 TRAVESTY ON JUSTICE. 

This bam which had been arranged to 
b# tried as ft frinodly suit to decide the 
legal right of the Salvation Army to hold 
street paradeti ia the City of Quebec; bat 
which by some Aawj jwctu manipulation s 
of the movers had been ttanflfonned into 
a prosecution against Capt. Brioe and 
somaotberoomrades fora pnbL'o puifl&noe, 
was brought before a jury en !hs 30th 
April. The Provincial Government hav- 
ing declined to prosecute, the capo was 
taken in hand by the City Corporation, 
which was represented Mr. G. Amyot M.P., 
and Mi. Pelletier, whilst Messrs. Don- 
bar Q. 0„ and F,X, Lemfenx M.F.P.. 
represented tfas defendants. A mixed 
jury was SwOrn after considerable chal- 
lenging by the proMontion consisting 
of French and Irieb Catholics, their 
religious leanings, we suppose, being bal- 
anoed hj the Protestant Prashyterianipin 
of Judge Crass upon the Bench, 

The first and most important witness 
called was Colonel Vohl, Chief of Police, 
who testified, in substance, as follows:— 
He knew the defendant. Capt. Brice, snd 
believed that the Salvation Army came lo 
Quebec in January, 1897. The Army 
here consists of anomber of men and wo- 
men. They meet and march Lbreugh the 
street*, headed by a band of music The 
music coiislsta of drums, tambourines, ft*-, 
and the member* of the Army are nn!. 
formed. They stag an the streets and 
beat their drums quite loudly, making a 
good deal of noise. They were in the 
habit of parading the street* four times a 
weekend on Eunday afternoons. Witness 
remembered the 24th November last, when 
defendant formed part of the procession. 
He is recognized as the chief of the Army 
here. Tills parade nn the 24th Nov- 
ember took place ia several streets of 
the oily, amongst others fa Palais street. 
The parades drew a large crowd of people. 
On the occasion referred to there muet 
have been 1,000 people present, and the 
crowd was not a peaceable one. Such 
crowds interfered with circulation upon 
the streets, prevented people going out 
shopping and frightened faorees. Com- 
plaints bad been made on the enbjeot of 
these procession*, and people had asked to 
have them stopped for fear they would 
cause accidents. The noise caused die- 
orden and woke up children. Young men 
and young girls formed part of the Army. 
One effect of these crowds was to keep the 

Siliee constantly occupied with them. 
ften there weze not enough men to main- 
tain order. The processions took the 
middle of the street, bat those that fol- 
lowed them crowded the sidewalks. 

Cross examined by Mr. Dunbar— The 
SslTaliou Army w called a religious in- 
itittLtion. It aims to collect people in its 
bslxulu for prayers. There ate not gen- 
erally more than about SO members in ua.- 
ttorm and six, or seven musicians. The 
great majority of people in ths orewd ap- 
peared hostile to the Salvationist*. Borer- 
al ptttOPf had attacked the Army before 
provocation and had been prosecuted be- 
fore the Recorder. The Salvationists had 
done nothing on the streets but parade, 
sung and played music. On the night of 
the 24th Nov,, if the Army bad been alone 
there would have been no disturbance. 
TboeeboEttlfitotheAtmyalao pung. They 
v obstructed the streets as much u tha Sal* 
Tationists but none of diem bad been ar- 
rested. Military banda when they paraded 
took the middle of the streBt, but they did 
not draw such crowds as the Salvation 
Army, When the Dime Museum was 
here for some months at a time they went 
out every night with a band of mmno at 
their head and were never arrested. The 
Salvationists' barracks were on Palace 
street, and witness had seen them there 
reading aloud mtraota bom the Bible. 
The Betratfonkts had abandoned their pro- 
cessions awaiting the decision of the Court. 
}Lk*4 pa* been deemed proper to take 



them before tha Becordar as thair assail- 
aata had beenT The Mayor had told him 
to protect tha Army if it was attacked. 

Here followed an irrevelant re-examina* 
lion by the prosecuting couasolas u the 
relative math of the streets of Montreal 
and Quebec. 

The Chief was Mowed by some twenty 
witnesses, consisting of private citizens, 
doctor*, dentists, tavern-keepers, carters, 
&e.,who testified to horses being frightened, 
ttogt and cat* dwmed, children awakened, 
nerves upset, business interfered with, 
(taverns no doubt) and the usual rigmsrol* 
that prejudiced people bring to bearagainst 
S. A, parades. AL the ciuiw oi tin* pro- 
Beootion, Mr. Dunbar submitted that 
there waa no case for thB jury, but Hie 
Honor thought best to hear all the evi- 
dence, reserving ■ savers! legal pomts tor 
argument before the judges. 

On behalf of the Army soma twenty-two 
witnesses gave evidence. Amongst these 
were merchant*, tradesman, ministers of 
the Gospel, newspaper reporters, steno- 
graphers, cabman and carters, who directly 
contradicted the evidence aa to the nuis- 
ance and the alarm to horses and hindrance 
to traffic, and one witness charged Mr. 
Feiletief, the prosecuting counsel, with 
being a participant in the attack on the 
Army at the famous battle of the Basilica, 
whether an assailant ws cannot aay, bnt 
it was clearly proved that he was present 

the mob. 

Btaff'CapL. Borcbett, who represented 
the Commissioner, iu examined and 

eroly cross-examined as to the modes 

i measures, doctrines and discipline of 

the Army, and altogether there was a 
mixture of thelawand the gospel, seldom 
heard in a Court of Justice. 

After the whole of the evidence had 
been heard, hi* Honor Judge Cross gave 
ihe matter into the charge of the jury, 
with the following masterly Hemming up: 

GEimJursH of ihb Juav: — Thadefen- 
dant in this case is indicted foe what is 
called a public nuisance, and that is for 
Laving by making great noises hy the 
heating of drums and the playing of other 
instruments, censed crowds to assemble 
and obstruct the streets. 

Now, as expounder of the law here, I 
have got to tell you, in the firet place, 
what a pubhe nuisance ia, and for fear 
that I should make any mistake myeelt, 2 
shall just refer to books of authority on 
the subject. In one of the latest publica- 
tions the words used are these : " A pub- 
lic nuisance is such an inconvenience, or 

oblesoue offence as annoys the com- 
munity in general, and not a few tndivid* 
ualsonly and hi entitled a misdemeanor. 1 ' 
It is very vague ; at tbaaame time it givuii 
yon an idea of what a pnbh'o nuisance is. 

Other definitions are given by other 
authorities, but-of coarse, all tending the 
same aa the above, bnt the present ease 
cannot be said to come under any of them. 
Snppo&a putrid animals were left in the 
street; that would be an annoyance to the 
people of the locality who would bare to 
pass there, and it would thus be oonei- 
ndcred a public nuisance ; or suppose a 
person in a town or dote to a town kept a 
yard forhogr, and made it offctaiva to the 
neighbors, that would be a public nui- 
sance- But I never found tbetein "public 
nuisance" was applicable lo a. case like 
the present one, 1 never found a caes like 
the present one described as such ; and it 
man extraordinary fact tb«t ;-hroi!gbout 
the British Empire which exteads all she 
world over, no case of a similar nature has 
bean tried. In London., England, and 
other places, where the Salvation Army 
ive resorted to with their operations* 
..erything has been tried to put them 
down by those who do not like thorn ; 
every legal ;expedient has been tried, and 
notwithstanding that, and notwithstanding 
the fact that enormous crowds assemble in 
Hyde Park, and other places in London- 
crowds of Radicals, Extremists and Social- 
ists — crowds that the Government would 
be glad to pat down, — crowds that destroy 
the iron fences, and do great havoc among 
the treeo and otherwise — it has never oc- 
curred to the authorities to proscuta them 
■4 a public nuisance. Is it reasonable to 
suppose that where, perhaps, the best 
judges and lawyers in the world exist, and 
where the desire is to punish those p&rtios 
by *>erj means possible, that if there was 
a law to prevent them from assembling, 

that it wonld not be taken advantage of ? 



Is it not remarkable that no prosecu- 
tion of the Salvation Army, for being a 
public nuisance lute ever been undertaken 
in any place except here 7 This is the first 
et'softhelrini. Is it to be supposed that our 
lat-Tcrs and judges are mora *•"*" and 
mere conversant with the law that we derive 
from England than the lawyers and judges 
there? If it could be done is it to he sap- 
posed that this means which has been 
discovered in the city of .QaebeO would not 
have recommended itself to the British 
Empire, and he resorted to to suppress 1 all 
assemblages of each a character? Well, it 
seems to me that the process attempted to 
lie applied 10 the case here is not applic- 
able at all, and it ia not a public ncisatss 
whatever way you take it. But, even if 
yoi> make it so, for the swl-e of sri^-pnf, 
wbp*a woulu we bu? Wo would be in 
this position. The parties are prosecuted 
for Inuring committed a public nuisance, 
because they marched through the streets, 
and played bad musio, which consisted or 
the striking of drnn^ and Hraging and shout- 
ing. There is a certain amount of proof 
given by persons who, evidently, 3a not ap- 
prove of Hie Salvation Army. I might say 
that I do not myself approve of the Salva- 
tion Army. I think it is bad taste for them 
to coma into a community where the major- 
rity of the people are Boman Catholics, tad 
conduct themselves, at all events, within the 
law and the majority of whom are religious 
people; bnt, at the same time, that does 
not determine whether there is law to put 
them down or not. Although they may 
he disliked, still there are hundreds and 
thousands, in the country who are partisane 
of theirs, and chum for them the rights 
which the laws give them, and these per- 
sons ara entitled to say that there is no 
law Bgainet them. The Salvation Army 
can say: "There is nolew against us, and 
we are only using the right and privilege 
which bib ours. We are doing Cod's 
work: we are working for the ealvatlon of 
souls. It is oor belief, and we have a 
right to exerciee it, and to make all tha 
efforts we wisu for the conversion to oar 
ranks, of those who chose to come." It Is 
pretended by them that the noises are not 
greater than ether noises in the streets, 
and that the singing, although it may be 
bad, still, is the best they have to offer; 
With their musical instruments they try 
and do their beat, and if their voififlM ftro 
satisfied, others have no reason to be dis- 
contented. It may be disagreeable for 
people with a fine ear for musio to hear 
music of this description - for those who 
have made a study of music, and who are 
proficient enough to appreciate ihe beauties 
of Wagner and other great musicians — for 
my part, I would not understand Wagner 
~ bit, if I heard bis musio played — and 

lere are a great many that way — and I 
would not say that this noise would bsdisa- 
greeshlB to everybody. Some consider it 
fair music. Although they play and sing 
in parading the streets, and thus render 
themselves disagreeable to a great many, 
still the streets are open to the public in 
general and everybody is entitled to resort 
to them. The interests of the people in 
Qaebeo to attract trade ia to allow full 
liberty to every one, Salvationists as well 
as others. That they collect crowds when 
they come out is poassible. and it brings 
one to the point of enquiring if evmi they 
are responsible for that and for the trouble 
which it ib pretended they cause, The 
Salvation Army here number very few 
themselves. Ttiay are never more than 
twelve or twenty— never more than twenty. 
They have been here fin Canada') five or 
six years and the number of oonversione 
which they have made out of the sinks of 
iniquity in Quebec, aa they pretend, is 
only forty, and what great complaint can 
ha made against thsm for this. There is 
very Utile doubt that those persons wbo 
have been converted are better than they 
were, and so far aa this in concerned, they 
have done more good than harm. At aU 
events, thtsisnotthe^neatiorL The ques- 
tion iB : Hare they the right to the street 
'he same as other parties ; and are they 

esponsibla for all the crowds that gather 
about them. How, to eay this, ia quite 
lutreasouable. There are three parties 
who take part in these processions. Then 
axe first the Salvationista, then the follow- 
eia whom they attract, and then then are 
the hostiles who come after them to annoy 
them and pelt them with stones and snow 
balls.
